Hard Work And 
Plenty Of Exercise 


Start running—and

established that exercise and hard work can stave off old 


age. 


Scientists of 50 naUons are 
meeting in their third congress 
on prublems raised by the fact 
that an even larger proportion 
of the world’s population js 
attaining long life. 


Half the delegates are con- 
cerned with extending man's 
fe span toward the gencraily- 
envisioned goal of 100 = years. 
The other half are worried 
about how these “senior citizens” 
are to be fitted into a social 
scheme that is placing ai con- 
stantly heavier burden on the 
productive young. 


“The problem,” sald one 
delegate, “is not only to add 
more years to life, but to add 
more life to years—to extend 
the perlod In which a man can 
contribute to society.” 

Dr Bajusz, In offering sporta 
or hard work, steady and con- 
Unuous, as his recipe for longer 
and more active lives, sald he 
helg his views with “absolute 
convictton.” 


NOT UNDERSTOOD 


He supported his thesis: with 
diagrams based on 10,000 
mascular measurements taken 
on 6,000 subjects. 

“Tho causes and nature of 
growing old are actually not yet 
understood,” Dr Bajusz sald. 

While polnting out that the 
process could be said to begin 
at birth, he added that thero 


was a period of “equilibrium” 
in youth in which the process 
of “régeneration" held the pro- 
cess of “decay” in check. 

About the age of 40, he sald, 
there’ was a first decrease in 
muscle tone. Ho has found this 
decline “Is always less definite 
In sportsmen ond in physical 
workers.” 

CONSIDERABLY RETARDED 

Dr Bajusz cited these con- 
clusions from his exhaustive re- 
search: 

“The degencrative muscular 
changes to old age aro 
considerably retarded by inten- 
sive physical work or sports. 
The muscles and the joints are 
kept in a good functional state. 
Chronic articular colds are lesa 
frequent in such persons. 

“Physical work and = sports 
have beneficial effect also on the 
organs of So ccc: Gane 
tlon and they * 
tribute to conditions of 
health.”—United Press.

The squalungs used by

AY HAGE Hbliced some of the lediling professionaly—the American boys 
particularly—-making notes on their cards during thetr practito totinds before big 
tournaments. And you may have wondered what it has alt heen about, 


other pele rou. shotild 


Yu tell you. The pros Inow 
that the ability to play the right 
shot at the right time means 
moncy, Su the best of them 
carctully note the number of the 
fron they take for their ap- 
proach shots ¢(o vatious holes us 
they play round the competition 
course, In the club house 
afterwards they go through the 
card carefully dnd analyse thelr 
shots, 


If they then find—ns often 
happens—that they have maltniy 
played, say, number 7, number 
0, or number 3 trom shots ty 
the greens, those are the clubs 
they go out and use In hourly 
pessions gf concentrated prac- 
tlee, If you think it out, it 
makes very ‘sound sense, 

If you plan your own practice 
a bit more, it will make just oa 
much sense. The fest thing | 
would suggest to you ts that you 
ufways finish your session on 
the practice-ground = with = 20 
minutes on the putting green, So 
many people think only in terms 
of their driver und their trons, 


‘ond bung away merrily with 


these clubs. et we all) play 
nearly half our stots on the 
putting green. 

Horton Smith, the = great 
American golfer, always made a 
point of finishing his practice 
with a long séssidn on the put- 
ting green. And even when in 
his best form, he was not above 
using his famous “lwo bit" 
trick.

On the praotice ground [isclf 
the golden rule is to have a 
definite obfeotive — like the 
ros Have when they concentrate 
on the clubs they are Likely to 
nietd most in o particular tourna- 
ment, It Is ho use just binging 
away blindly at 100 balls. You 
must hove a point of oim—-o flag 
or post—and you must hit to- 
wards ii,, After all, golf is more 
than just making contact with 
the bal. You must command 
both diréction and distance, to 
be any good, So see to It that 
you are specific next time you 
go out to practise,
